TO-DAYS SPEECH AT THE 


_* Explains Why He 


PAYS TRIBUTE TO ‘BRITISH IDEALS.

much that he began to wouder 
why it was that foreigners had 
done such mervellous. things 
with this barren rock during 
only 70 or 89 years whilst Coina 
with 4,000 years of civilisation 
bad not even ane plece like 
Hongkong...

According to Mr. Joba A. Har 
ris, the Commissioner of Traffic, 
the New York of next century 
will, in all probability, ambrace a 
warehouse district extendisg 
from Battery Park to Times 
square; its financial-centre will 
teach from Forty-second to Fifty- 
ninth-street; while thearea from 
Filty-ninth to One Hondred and 
Twenty-fifth-atreat will be oo- 


-tupied by fashionable shops. Hig 


vision conceives the whole of 
Long Istand and of Westchester 
Coatity, on the mainland 
shores of the Sound, a9 a res- 
idential district for the New York | 
population of 2,000 a.p. 

Mr. Harris declares that to 
meet the conditions which thie 
enormous population will create, 
it is essential that plans shall b>_ 
immediately drawn toprovidefor 
scores of huge traffic arteries 
different levels. There rovat B 
special elevated express high- 
ways for awilt moving traffic, and 
dozens of bridges connectirg New 
Jersey and the territory in Naw 
York State, west of the Hudson, 
with the new metropolis, and 
other bridges spanning the Eass 
and Herlem rivers, to provide for 
the traffic to and from West. 
chester and Long Island. 

Ocean liners, ho predicts, will | 
berth far from the city of-to-dey 
at docks in Long Island, and the 
Hudson River docks will be de-~ 
voted to commercist ocean trafic. 
HUGE GROWTH OF POPULATION. 


Within the next twenty-five 
years Mr. Harris foresees m tre: 
mendous growth ia population 
which will make the. plans 
he suggesfs not only in. 
eviteble but urgent. Hoe 
proposes, as a beginning, thata 
boulevard, 360ft. wide, shall be 
constructed from the Hudson 
River to the East River. [o 
effect this tha city would have to 
demolish 200ft. of buildings from 
river to river et an approximate 
cost of eleven millions stertioz. 

The boulevard, a3 he sketches 
it, would be arranged as follows: 
—Pavementsa (30it. wide), 60ft.; - 
westbound traffic (next to kerb) 
100ft.; eastbound traffic (mext to 
kerd), 100ft. The ceatre of the 
boulevard igs to ba devoted to 
westbound express traffic, SOft.; 
and eastbound express traffic, 
50ft., giving the total of 360ft. 
Beneath the Dbeculeverd provi- 
sion, he suggests, should be mada 
for the parking of metor-care, 
and the express areas should be 
covered with an artistic concrete 
roadway, ; 

Already the congestion of 
traffic in the street of New York 
has become eo great ee to elicit 
from one of the leading magis- 
trates, Mr. House, who presides: 
over the Treffic Court, a szrious 
proposal for laws limiting the 
aumber of private motor-cars and 
taxicabs in the metropolis. Mr, 
House points out thet bis Court 
has dealt, since the beginning of 
the present year, with 45,000 


-|cases of violetion of the traffic 


laws, and that it has imposed 
fines smountiog to £110,000.
